MORALS or SOCIAL CREDIT 


Although certain legislation devised by the 
Government of Alberta may have nothing to do 
with Social Credit It must be regarded aa hav¬ 
ing a bearing on the ethlca ot those who put 
forward the goepel from which their political 
party Is named. Any law of any government 
Res Its moral significance. Alberta's latest legis¬ 
lation, If It were possible to translate It Into the 
action of one Individual against another, would 
constitute theft. That Is bald language but 
wholly Justified. When It Is matter of a Govern¬ 
ment engineering legislation to take away peo¬ 
ple's money or possessions from them U becomes 
lsgallsed theft. It Is, as well, a challenge to the 
Criminal Code which la designed to preserve a 
national standard of morality. There Is plain, 
outspoken language on all sides ibout what Al¬ 
berta haa now "legalised.'' Of the new laws The 
Toronto Olobe and Mall says: 

"If all Provincial Governments followed the 
example of Alberta we would not be far from 
anarchy In this country. Palling In Its first 
efforts to undermine the banks and destroy 
financial security, It passed at Its recent session 
three bills which autocratically violate funda¬ 
mental contract principles, rob property owners, 
and wreck the basis of business dealing. , a . . 
It haa struck at the Invested savings' of the 
people of Canada, the policyholders In life In¬ 
surance companies and those who heretofore 
felt they could deal with Alberta's people In the 
same businesslike way aa with others^ By a 
stroke of the pen It has undertaken ti cancel 
or scale down the debt# of Alberta electors It 
has deprived cfedltors of access to the courts. 
.,. The three main enactments Infringe on the 
rights of citizens elsewhere, contravening, we 
believe, the citizenship principles recognised by 
the Dominion. In effect, they thumb the nose 
at the Rowell Commission and lta purposes, all 
apparently to buy Alberta votes and Induce 
electors of other provinces to believe that Social 
Credit Is able to cancel debts owing and escape 
a comeback. Social Credit doesn't care If this 
sort of operation, carried to the limit, would 
destroy 75 per cent of business." 


A GREAT ENGLISHMAN 


John Wesley, whose bicentenary is celebrated 
this year, was a citizen az well as a churchman 
and great In both rolea. As churchman, millions 
of Methodists are turning today to the momen- 
toua hour of the spiritual Illumination of the 
founder of their rellgloua body exactly two 
hundred years ago. Anglicans will assemble In 
St. Paul's Cathedral and York Minster under 
the leadership of the Archblshopa of Canterbury 
and of York to honor one who waa to the very 
end a priest of the Church of England. More 
than churchman, Wesley was a friend of the 
common people, whose Influence spread far be¬ 
yond religious boundaries. Into th# country's 
condition of his time his powerful personality 
Injected an elixir that awakened England to a 
new aocial order. The democratic aptrlt of the 
nineteenth century came by a revolution that 
waa bloodless and waa due In a large degree to 
the movement that focussed In Wesley. 

He was a markedly representative English 
man, at once conservative and progressive. Al¬ 
though many of his views were rooted In the 
traditlonsl, his pragmatic sense often drove him 
to do the radicsl end unconventional. So It was 
that a clergyman who was High Church came to 
hold services In the open air, to enlist lay 
gospellers and to ordain men to the ministry 
His passion for humanity was his Inspiration 
He was a lover of the common people. Aristo¬ 
cratic in temper, alwaya well dressed, he sought 
to find the common touch. The response was 
the humanitarianlsm and democracy of the 
nineteenth century. John Wesley was a great 
Christian who took hit place In church history 
with Saint Patrick and John Knox. He was 
also a great commoner. 


of fineness specified In the Act was minus four¬ 
teen ten-thousandths, which waa within the pre¬ 
scribed remedy as to fineness.

Their only reference to gold Is their explanation 
of their duties, whleh says "there being no gold 
coins. In the Pyx of the Mint at Ottawa," which 
was their reason for not examining gold colnx 
as to weight and fineness. Even If gold nowa¬ 
days Is used only for settling International bal¬ 
ance*, It would be a fitting memorial to tha time 
when world conditions were lesa turbulent If a 
few gold coins were minted. Hopes for the 
future might be raised if the assay commission¬ 
ers In reporting their verdict after the Trial of 
the Pyx could mention tests on gold coins, even 
If they were the only persons who had the 
opportunity of seeing and handling them. 
There Is a sentimental attachment to gold coins 
that does not die easily.

TRIAL OF THE PYX 


Several weeks ago three eommlealonera 
handed down their finding# after a trial about 
which little waa heard, but which was of con¬ 
siderable Importance, in that, theoretically at 
least, upon the outcome public confidence In 
the coinage of Canada is based. Their verdict 
was published In The Canada Oazette ot May 
14 under the title “The Trial of the, Pyx for 
1837,” and that was to the effect that silver 
coins minted during 1937 were “within the pre¬ 
scribed remedy as to weight and fineness. * Thus 
all concerned, including everyone in the Do¬ 
minion except the merest babes, are informed 
that they may handle the silver product of the 
mint during 1917 with complete confidence. 
Regardless of what a coin may bring in com¬ 
modities of service, it fulfills the requirements 
of silver coinage In Canada. 

The assay commUsloners. In their report, ex¬ 
plain their method of Investigation, carried out 
In the presence of Dr. A. K. Eaton, taxation 
Investigator, aa representative of the Depart¬ 
ment of Finance. One coin was taken from each 
of fourteen packets of one-dollar pieces, one 
from each of five packets of fifty-cent pieces, 
one from each of thirty-seven packets ov 
ity-flve cent pieces, and two from each of 
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these model airplanes were in per¬ 
formance, though not precisely so 
in structure. Suppose, however, the 
had been real airplanes, 
by human pilots. Then an 
tt of the meet (entirely fleti- 
Uoua/ would have read something 
like this: “Making right-hand cir¬ 
cuits around the course, Pilot Me- 
Snorter, in a neat yellow and red 
biplane, was well on his way to a 
record finish, when be flew Into 
high-tension wires; the machine 
diving nose first into the ground. 
Due to the foresight of Mr. Me- 
Snorter, who cut his switch a aec- 
ond before he was decapitated, the 
plane did not take fire. The engine 
was burled five feet in the ground.** 
—“One of the most successful flights 
of the day eras a large Moth glider, 
which was launched by cable at¬ 
tached to a speeding car. Pilot 
O'Reilly, at tha control stick, made 
the most of a ducky breeze, nursing 
his altitude and taking every ad¬ 
vantage of rising columns of warm 
air. After a flight of several hours* 
duration, O'Reilly came down in 
graceful spirals, making a three - 
1 point landing, with the altitude and 
sustained - flight records safely in 
his pocket.** — “An exhibition of 
crasy flying was given by Pilot 
Stumbletoe, the famous aerobat 
Stumbletoe put hla low-winged 
monoplane through a thrilling suc¬ 
cession of manoeuvres, looping, bar¬ 
rel-rolling, flying upside down, and 
Anally sliding his machine to earth 
in a long glide, tail-flrst, something 
aviation experts have always con¬ 
tended could not be done. Pilot 
Stumbletoe had bad luck on a sec¬ 
ond flight; over-shooting the run¬ 
ny in landing and falling foul of 
the long grass. His machine noted 
over, leaving Stumbletoe suspended 
upeldedown on his seat belt, until 
extricated by mechanics who raced 
to the scene in the crash tender. 
Three other machines ground-looped 
in landing ‘—“A score of machines 
made routine flights, adding solo 
hours in their pilots' log books; 
though the air was fluky. The meet 
will be repeated in June.** As it 
was a model meet, however, nothing 
of the kind happened. Instead, half 
a hundred boys had a supremely 
good time; while, overhead, sky¬ 
larks stared at the mimic planes in 
astonishment.

In refekrtng to efforts of the 
Police Commission to promote safer 
automobile driving here, the follow¬ 
ing statement was made by Oeorge 
I Warren, commissioner of the Vic¬ 
toria and Island Publicity Bureau: 

"The Provincial Government en¬ 
acted legislation which it is hoped 
will lessen the alarming increase of 
automobile accidents endangering 
life and limb of many of our 
citizens. 

"With the early examination of 
all drivers in British Columbia, an 
Immediate Improvement should re¬ 
sult because all licence holders will 
become conscious of the fact that 
they have a moral responsibility 
when driving an automobile. 

"Knowledge and education la 
bound to result In a victory for the 
forces that are now so earnestly 
trying to eliminate automobile acci¬ 
dents and injuries. 

"The examination of ail cars and 
the refusal of the authorities to 
permit Inefficient and unsafe auto¬ 
mobiles to be operated will also 
help. 

FAMING PROBLEM 

Double parking, particularly of 
privately owned and operated cars, 
should be positively prohibited. Any 
laws In connection with this grow¬ 
ing practice should be rigidly en¬ 
forced. 

The thirty-mile-per-hour limit 
in speed will not prove nearly as 
effective in preventing accidents as 
wlU the enforcement of legislation 
pertaining to proper driving such as 
signalling, passing cars going In the 
same direction without a clear vista 
of at* least one-quarter of a mile 
ahead, or of giving the rlghtlul 
driver the right of way when cars 
meet at intersections. 

"A campaign of education regard¬ 
ing correct careful driving will 
probably be as effective as rigidly 
enforcing all of the existing traffic 
regulations. 

"Careless driving, defective and 
unsafe cars, and the general lack of 
knowledge of car drivers as to the 
responsibility they should * assume 
when driving an automobile are 
probably the main factors in the 
lncreaairR number of accidents 
causing injuries and loss of life to 
many of our people.
